Never In the history of Wisconsin 


nave such scenes been enacted as 
took place at Madison within the past 
two days. 
Never has such an as- 


semblage of honest God fearing men 
met In any convention and had to 
face greater difficulties than 
when

convention hall at the Fuller Opera 
house. It took steady

of the occasion and these were not 
lac'.tlug.rCeneral Wlhkler, the -Nestor 
of the Wisconsin Har, Senator Hog- 
em of,Milwaukee.

•After leaving the Armory meeting 


on Wednesday »the rcpubilcanl dele 
gates went to the Opera house. A 
temporary organization was formed, 
committees appointed on, resolutions 
and credentials and the meeting ad- 
journed until Thursday morning at 
nine o'clock. After a morning spent 
in 
deliberation 
the convention ad- 


journed until two o'clock when It 
was announced that Senator Quarles 
and Spooner would be present. • It 
was an earnest body of men who wore 
licrc assembled.

At tho meeting of tho afternoon 


of tho republican 
convention 
the 


Opera house was packed from top to 
bottom with earnest 
men. 
Cheers 


greet General Wlnklor as he stepped 
to the platform and tho convention 
went. wild when Joffrls stepped for- 
ward. 
The appearance - of 'General 


Wicks, tho Cook leader, tho occasion 
of another demonstration and- Con- 
gressmen Minor and Bnbcnci: both re" 
celvod their share of attention. Af- 
ter the convention war, culled to order 
and General Wlnklcr read tho report 
of tin; icsolutloti coiiuiilf.oe which 
was adopted by a vote by assembly 
districts showing n total seating of 
fif.7 delegate^, lion, 
Kmll 
liaunich 
stepped forward and In a few well 
chosen words withdrew his name as 
a candidate for tho nomination for 
Governor In tlie Interests' of pt-aee 
and harmony. 
Ho was followed by 


General H'icks .who placed In nomina- 
tion tho name of Samuel A. jftook of 
Neenah. This was-secondod by Judge 
Hurley of Marathon county and no 
other names being presented, Samuel 
A. Cook was nominate J by acclama- 
tion as standard bearer of the party. 
He was escorted to the stage and In 
a few well chosen words accepted the 
nomination at the hands of tho repub- 
lican convention. 


Spooner Appears. 


The sensation of tho afternoon was 


when Senators Spooner and Quarles 
appeared, escorted by State Senators 
Rogers 
and 
ex-Governors 
Scoflcld 


and Upham. Never has such an ova- 
tion been tendered any man by a de- 
voted party as greeted John C. Spoon- 
er when ho stepped to the front of 
the platform. It was minutes before 
It quieted enough for the audience 
to hear him say, "Mr. Chairman' and 
gentlemen of the republican conven- 
tion, I understand this convention to 
bo constituted of a majority of the 
duly authenticated delegates elected 
by the republicans of the state of 
Wisconsin to the state convention 
railed by the Htate central committee, 
and entitled upon every principle of 
parliamentary usage of well establish- 
ed party law and of fair play and pol- 
itical decency to bo placed upon the 
temporary roll of the 
convention 


with tho right to exorcise all of the 
functions of any other delegate save 
one only, and that one all Just men 
recognize In party 
functions 
and 


courts of justice, that no man shall 
bo permitted to sit In judgment upon 
his own right.

He Is a strong speaker but 
never before had ho appealed so dir- 
ectly to tho citizens of tho stato as 
ho dlil yesterday when he threw him- 
self body and soul Into tho work of 
the republican party of Wisconsin.

dustrious farmers, the Cook family, 
In 18r>r>, decided to make Its future 
home In Calumet county. 


As a youth Samuel A. Cook was 


recognized as industrious,

and 


throughout tho neighborhood, it was 
said of him ns a boy that he was fair 
In everything—willing to give every 
one olso n fair show—and this char- 
nstlc has remained In him through 
tho fifty-five years of his life.

Intoxicants. 


The life of young Cook, so far aa 


special Incidents were concerned, was 
little dlffor'-'iit from that of other 
farmers' sons. 
This was true with 


one exception. Young Cook was one 
of the few survivors of the Lady

years of ago. his mother, a sister and 
himself went In the old Canadian 
home to collect doforred payments 
on tho farm amounting to $10.000. 
The return journey to tholr Wiscon- 
sin homo by way of the great lakes

111 fated Lady 


Elgin.

.'llsaater tho mother and daughter lost 
their lives, while the. BOH saved him- 
self only by clinging to a fragment, 
of wreckage from which he was res- 
cued rtfter fourteen hours of bitter 
experience In the waves. 
Member of Custer's Famous Cavalry. 


At tho age of 15 years Samuel en- 


tered tho cavalry, becoming a mem- 
ber of the famous Customs troop. In. 
which he remained until the war end- 
ed, when he returned to Calumet.and 
resumed tho commonplace duties- of 
farm life. 
For five years ho remain- 


ed on tho farm, and then started out 
for himself as a subcontractor In get- 
ting out rnHroad ties and timber In 
his home country.

In 1S7G he wcdiled Miss Jennie 


Christie of tho panic county, and soon 
after tholr marriage the young couple 
removed to Unity, Marathon county.
